follows:

causes of action did it appear from 
any allegation therein that Lester H.

That ia the second and third causes 


of action the matters which were 
alleged in -the first cause by way of 
matters of inducement, which were 
necessary 
parts 
of each cause of 


action, were not set forth. 


Therefore, neither cause of action 


alleged in the complaint, considered 
by 
itself as an 
entirety, 
stated 


facts sufficient to constitute a cause of 
action, in itself, independent of allega- 
tions appearing in other causes of 
action. 


The first and second causes consid- 


ered independently did not effect in 
any way the defendent Williams. 


The demurrer was further sustained 


on the grounds that there was mie- 
joinder of caused of action. On other 
grounds tbe demurrer was overruled. 


Ten days were given in which to file 


an amended complaint.

The Reno Water, Lind & Light 


company expects to 
have its new 


electric lighting system completed and 
in operation by the first ot March. 


Seventy-five thousand dollars have 


been spent in making this the moat 
modern and np-to-date plant of its size 
on the Pacific coast. 


Water will of coarse be the motive 


power, although a 500 horse power 
Corliss engine and boiler will be in- 
stalled as an auxiliary in case of low 
water or other necessity. 


This dam ia a substantial structure 


costing $10,000. It is BO closely built 
that in the latter part of the summer 
the entire river can be diverted from 
its channel. 


Acting on the request ot the Califor- 


nia board of Fish Commissioners, tbe 
company has put in an excellent flsh 
ladder. 


The head gate takes out a volume of 


water ten feet square. The oM ditch 
will be used to the old power boose 
after which the water is conducted a 
mile further by a new ditch and flame, 


which falls at tbe rate of an eighth of 
an inch a rod. In the distance of 
mile and one-half this gives n fall at 
the new station of forty-five feet. 


There were some engineering diffi- 


culties encountered in conveying the 
water bat they have been overcome. 
It was necessary at one place to make 
a deep cot which entailed an expense 
of $3,000. The flume is a substantial 
truoture, carrying 8832 cubic feet a 
.jinate. 


Several hundred yards from 
the 


power station the flame ends and tbe 
water is conveyed the balance of the 
distance in a triple line of redwood 
pipes. 


Power is generated by means of a 


600 Lorse power McOormack turbine 
wheel. 
Tbe arrangements are such 


that another wheel of the same oapac- 
Ity can be added. 


In architectural design and solidity 


of contraction the power house is an 
ornament to Beno. It is perfectly 
fire-proof, being constructed of brick 
and stone. Tha latter was all obtained 
on tbe ground and was dressed in 
order to imgrove tbe appearance of the 
walls and give the structure greater 
strength. 


The power house la 60 feet wide and 


107 feet long, independent of 
the 


annex whose dimensions are 26 by 3C 
feet. 


The description of this plant will be 


oontinned tomorrow.
